The chapel organ, a gift to the Church, was built by 
the Schlicker Organ Company of Buffalo, New York, 
according to specifications prepared by Prof. Paul Bunjes, 
Concordia Teachers College, River Forest, Illinois. Mr. 
Eero Saarinen, the architect, and Mr. Herman L. Schlicker 
are responsible for the beautiful casework and pipe work 
display. Prof. Carl Halter, also of Concordia Teachers 
College, served as @ consultant in the selection of the 
organ builder. 


The organ is composed of four divisions—the Great, 
Swell, Positiv, and Pedal—each an organ in itself. It con- 
sists of 2,909 pipes divided into 53 ranks. The tonal 
design is that of the American classical organ, regarded 
as the finest in present-day organ construction. The classi- 


cal organ is a contemporary adaptation of the design and 
voicing of the “baroque organ,” making it possible to 
properly present organ music from the great period of 
Lutheran church music, as well as from the entire field of 
great church music. 


Placed in the balcony and rising some fifty feet on the 
west wall of the chapel, the organ is ideally located to 
accompany and to adorn the singing of the student body 
in chapel services. The splendid acoustics of the building 
are a further aid to the organ in accomplishing its major 
purpose, that of leading the congregation in worship and 
praise to God, the Supreme Architect, Artist, and Builder, 
to Whose glory this organ is dedicated.

The campus is located directly north 
of the city of Fort Wayne on Highway 
427, five miles from the heart of the city. 


The site comprises 191 acres of gently. 
rolling land, which is bordered on the 


east by the St. Joseph River and on the 


west by a wooded area of 25 acres. Ten. 


main college buildings are grouped around 
a central plaza, with the chapel occupy- 
ing the highest slope, above a man-made 
lake, and the lesser buildings clustered 
around the chapel. The dormitories radi- 
ate outward from this grouping. The fac- 
ulty residence area is located to the 
southwest of the main complex campus 
buildings. 
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The historic decision to establish a senior college to close the gap between the 
Synodical junior college and the beginning of professional study in the theological 
seminary was made by the Centennial Convention of the Lutheran Church-Missouri 
Synod in Chicago in 1947. Plans to proceed with the construction of the college at 
Fort Wayne were approved at the Synodical convention in Houston, Texas in 1953. 


Concordia Senior College—the, first of its kind in American Protestant minis- 
terial training—offers the junior and senior college years of pretheological study 
for men who wish to enter the Lutheran ministry. Graduates of the Synod’s nine 
junior colleges will now complete the requirements for the B.A. degree at Fort 
Wayne and will then transfer to Concordia Theological Seminary in St. Louis for 
three years of professional study and one year of supervised internship under the 
direction of the Seminary. 


Concordia Senior College is designed to accommodate 450 students but can 
readily be expanded to a capacity of 500. Students live in 13 dormitories, each 
capable of housing 34 students. The dormitories are grouped in three separate 
communities accommodating about 150 students each. A residence designed for 
the professional use of a pastoral counsellor is located in convenient proximity to 
each of the three communities of dormitories. 


Four different types of classrooms, each designed to meet a specialized require- 
ment of some teaching phase of the ministerial training program, are being utilized. 
Most interesting is the split-level classroom, designed to stimulate the effective 
use of discussion techniques, particularly in the religion, philosophy, and social 
science courses. 


The entire campus, consisting of a total of 25 college buildings plus faculty 
housing, has been designed by the internationally famous architect Eero Saarinen 
and his associates. The design has already been the subject of articles in leading 
architectural publications and has received the top award for design of college 
buildings in the United States in the annual design award program of Progressive 
Architecture. 


The college officially opened its first academic year on September 10, 1957, 
with an enrollment of 193 students in the first class, and with a faculty of 21. With 
the entry of the second class in the fall of this year, the faculty will be augmented 
to a strength of approximately 30. The current school year, now drawing to a close, 
has witnessed the development of a comprehensive program in the various areas 
of student life—spiritual, academic, cultural, and athletic. The college now looks 
forward to full-scale operation of its program and facilities in the coming school 
year, when the student body will include both Senior and Junior classes. 


To Him who inspired men with the vision of the Senior College and its potential 
contribution to the Church, to Him who guided the decision to translate this vision 
into reality, and to Him who has brought this great and historic project to successful 
completion, we join in saying:

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The concept of garcons Senior fener comes from the joint efforts of the Building Committee and the 
architects..From, the »beginning,our-common. concern was the creation of an architecture which would support and 
express the idea of the college. We. sought the creation of an environment appropriate to the intellectual and spirit- 
-ual training of young men who would. go on to.professional studies-in theology. 


The strategic question: was ‘the rélation-of. the buildings to the world. On the one hand, we all felt that they 
should not-be inward-turning and removed like medieval monasteries: ; but, on the other hand, we felt the group 
must—“for its purpose—have a tranquil atmosphere of/at least partial self-sufficiency. The solution seemed to lie 
in the village-concept: a: group of buildings which would have a quiet, unified environment,into,;which;the students 
could withdraw to find.a complete, balanced life-and\ yet one which.is.related to the outside world: 


As in a village of the-North European type, the chapel is in the center, placed on the highest spot, with the 
other buildings grouped around this:central ‘and all important symbol.-In\careful study of the-site,-we found.an 
opportunity of using the little hill next to the valley, which is now the lake, as the heart of the campus..The chapel, 
dominating the group on this hill, is also reflected in the lake. 


The pitched roofseemed to give the right architectural expression.to the»whole»complex. This sort, of roof 
is Symbolic of the North European church. By using it on all the-buildings, the group was united in one spirit. By. 
making-the pitch. of the roofs on the other buildings lower than on the chapel, the lesser buildings seemed to rise 
up toward the most significant one. Since the group of-buildings will be seen not only from, within, but across the 
fields as well, the silhouette of the whole was an important=consideration. The village-like cluster of the smaller 
- buildings around the her with the varied line-of the pitched.roofs.seemed to make a pleasing and expressive 
silhouette.

*-house. We were able-to ‘achieve this desirable end by extremely careful utilization. of every square. foot. It was 
our hope that this sort of housing’ will lead to the assumption of greater responsibility by the students and the 
student government within each house. 


The chapel was, of course, the building that required the most thought, consideration and imagination. This 
is the building where spiritual values are epitomized—and these are the hardest qualities to express-in brick and 
mortar. We realized that light is an effective agent in creating a spiritual atmosphere. We used very low lighting 
from the-sides-as well as lighting from-above to-get the restful, balanced quality we sought. By placing additional 
windows so that_they would highlight the altar; we were able to emphasize this:focal point. We wanted-to work with , 
the simple chapel shape-appropriate to the Lutheran church and to create an interior“in which; the relationship of | 
human being to enclosed: space would be appropriate and inspiring.

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STUDENTS 


MEN IN CHRIST 


Each September, for as many years as God grants grace, 
between 400 and 500 young men will come to Fort Wayne 
to pursue their studies for the holy ministry at Concordia 
Senior College. On this campus they will receive their ad- 
vanced preparation before entering upon the professional 
study of theology at Concordia Seminary, St. Louis. 


Concordia Senior College will thus provide the ministry 
of the Lutheran Church-Missouri Synod—for the first time 
in its 111 year history—with a standard four year college 
education, culminating in an A.B. degree. The advantages 
that will accrue to our ministry, and through it to the Church 
at large, from this increased academic preparation and 
scholastic proficiency are obvious. For the Christian’ pastor 
of today must be able to meet people in every area of life, 
and to give evidence of some familiarity with the various 
aspects of modern life, learning, and culture. 


But Concordia Senior College would scarcely warrant the 
very considerable investment of the Church which it repre-— 
sents if its sole purpose were to make its students better 
scholars, or if it were concerned primarily with academic 
achievement. This college rather derives its unique purpose 
and function from the Scriptural directive: “That the man 
of God may be perfect, thoroughly furnished unto all good 
works.” This concern of the Apostle Paul, which he ex- 
pressed with regard to his young co-pastor, Timothy, applies 
with equal relevance to the young men who will be the 
spiritual leaders of tomorrow’s Church. 


The purpose of Concordia Senior College, therefore, is 
to provide its students with the environment, the facilities, 
and the stimulus that will aid them toward spiritual matura- 
tion; that will deepen their spiritual insights; that will increase 
their awareness of both the privileges and responsibilities 
of membership in the Body of Christ; that will focus their 
attention upon the centrality of worship in the Christian life; 
and that will bring them to a clearer and surer consciousness | 
of their vocation as future ministers of the Church. 


These overriding spiritual objectives will be accomplished, 
under God, through various means. First, by an emphasis 
on worship—with the whole campus community in the morn- 
ing chapel services, with the dormitory group in the evening 
dormitory devotions, and individually, in the privacy of the 
student’s own room or in the prayer chapel. 


Second, these objectives will be attained through a pro- 
gram of community living under the guidance of the resident 
counsellor assigned to each group of dormitories, and through 
the services of the counselling program in helping the student 
toward the solution of his problems and toward the attain- 
ment of his goals. 


Third, the realization of these outcomes will be aided 
through the formal instruction in Religion which will guide 
the student to an ever fuller understanding of God’s Word 
and to the constant application of Christian doctrine to | 
Christian life. 


Thus, through Word and Sacrament, through the teaching 
and sharing and living of the common life in the Body of 
Christ, Concordia Senior College will undertake to train and 
to stimulate “men in Christ’—men of whom the Church 
may be proud, men who will be fitting leaders of God’s. 
people, men who indeed will be “thoroughly furnished unto 
all good works.”
